RAIL passengers have this week faced price 
increases which potentially double the cost of 
commuting to London. 

Liberal Democrat parliamentary candidate for 
Northampton South, Paul Varnsverry, has criticised 
rail operator London Midland for changes to ticket 
types - doubling the cost of travelling to and from 
the capital, and Birmingham. 

Previously, commuters buying Off-Peak Day 
Return tickets had been able to complete their 
return journeys without restriction. 

From Monday, changes to ticket restrictions meant 
that passengers leaving London Euston and 
Birmingham New Street in peak afternoon hours 
were charged for an Anytime Day Return - more 
than twice the price of the off-peak fare. 

Prices for an Off-Peak Day Return are £22.90, but 
become invalid for trains between 4.45pm and 
6.45pm travelling from Euston, and 4.35pm and 
6pm from Birmingham, and will cost £46.80 for an 
Anytime Day Return. 

Cllr Varnsverry, deputy leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, said: “These changes are a hidden 
charge for hard-working people. 

“This is going to hit tourists travelling to and from 
London airports, not to mention anyone visiting the 
NEC or travelling locally. 

“London Midland announced the changes on its 
website on December 22 - just three days before 
Christmas meaning that travellers will be hit as they 
turn up to travel this week. 

“London Midland’s decision to go ahead with these 
changes is madness at a time when we are being 
urged to take public transport to help cut our carbon 
footprints.” 

Northampton North MP Sally Keeble is chair¬ 


woman of the rail users’ group. She said: “It is dread¬ 
ful. This increase affects people badly. It is important 
that fares are kept down. 

“Northampton already faces a problem because it 
is very expensive to park your car in the car parks. 

“This change was made without consultation, and 
I am speaking to London Midland to see what can be 
done to change it.” 

A London Midland statement read: “London 
Midland is making some changes to weekday ticket 
restrictions in Birmingham and London from 
Monday, January 4, 2010. 

“Passengers travelling during the late afternoon or 
early evening will need to hold a Season, Anytime or 
Anytime Day ticket. There are no changes to the 
existing morning restrictions.”

It’s all white as snow 
makes a comeback

SNOW caused havoc across 
Northamptonshire with more than 80 schools 
and colleges closed yesterday due to the 
weather. 

Snowfall on Tuesday night meant thousands 
of youngsters enjoyed a day off school, while 
commuters sat in traffic on snarled up roads. 

The conditions also forced the county council 
to cancel school and social services transport 
and motorists were warned to take extra time 
and care when travelling, with only essential 
journeys advised. 

A spokesperson from Northamptonshire 
County Council said: “Make sure you take care 
in potentially dangerous weather conditions 
with advice on keeping your house warm and 
how to ensure your safety on the roads.” 

A spokeswoman for Northamptonshire Police 
said: “Snow has fallen across the county 
throughout the night with south Northants 
receiving the most. 

“As such motorists are being advised to make 
sure they leave plenty of time for their journeys 
and drive appropriately for the conditions they 
face. 

“More minor roads do have snow on and so 
motorists are advised to take care if venturing 
out and make sure they allow extra time for 
their journey, especially as the rush hour gets 
underway.” 

MGWSP, the highways service provider for the 
County Council, is working around the clock to 
keep routes clear of snow and ice and are 
assessing the situation hourly. 

Rebecca Miller, communications manager at 
MGWSP, said regular meetings are being held to 
plan for evening and early morning gritting 
runs from the 27-strong fleet of trucks. 

She also assured the public that there is plen¬ 
ty of grit, though not all of the grit bins will be 
refilled, as priority must go to footpaths and 
major road routes. 

She said: “We are focusing on gritting foot¬ 
ways in the main shopping and pedestrianised 
areas and refilling grit bins across the county. It 
will not be possible to fill all of the 1,729 salt 
bins but all available resources are being used 
to maximise the amount of bins filled. 

“Salt bins are there for the public to use on the 
highways and footways and MGWSP are urging 
people not to empty these bins for private use.” 



Bin brother to learn from your rubbish 


SAMPLES from your bins could 
be analysed to improve the 
waste management service in 
Northamptonshire. 

A study to analyse samples 
of household rubbish is being 
carried out by Project Reduce, 
a joint venture between Milton 
Keynes Council and North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 


between January and March. 

Black bin bags will be taken 
from a small number of 
properties by specialists from 
the company Resource 
Futures. 

They will work separately 
from the usual bin collection 
services but are acting on 
behalf of the local authorities. 


The waste collected is not 
linked to a household and all 
the results will remain 
anonymous and confidential. 

The councils are working to 
find alternative ways of 
treating and disposing of black 
bin waste that ends up in 
landfill.

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Digging in to bring water feature to the market 



WORK on the highly anticipated 
Market Square fountain got 
underway this week. 

Installation of the water feature, 
which will be surrounded by a circular 
paved area and ground lighting, began 
yesterday and is due to be completed 
by the end of April. 

The seven-jet fountain will blast 
water from the ground and there will 
be new seats nearby. 

Northampton Borough Councillor 
and cabinet member for 
regeneration, Richard Church, 
pictured, said: “A fountain is 
something people wanted to see 
reinstated in the town so I’m sure 
that as the installation progresses it 
will be really interesting for passers 
by. Although the site will be fenced 
off for the period of construction for 
safety reasons, there won’t be any 
major disruptions to the area and the 
businesses around the south-east 
corner of the market will be open as 
usual. 

“It will be a real focal point for the 
centre of Northampton where people 
can meet up or relax on the new 
seating. 

“Once it is complete it will make the 
main gateway into our historic 
Market Square a special place for 
people who are going shopping or to 
our range of exciting events.” 

The project is part of the wider 
regeneration of the Market Square. 


Councillors rapped 
over academy plan

CABINET members came under 
fire for the way they handled the 
academy plans at Weston Favell 
School, despite revealing those 
plans looked likely to be 
dropped. 

Councillors met on Tuesday at 
an Extraordinary Meeting of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council following the controver¬ 
sy surrounding the school. 

There, it was revealed that 
plans looked set to be rejected 
next week when members of the 
cabinet meet on Tuesday, 
January 10. 

In December, members of the 
cabinet chose to ignore public 
opinion, voting in favour of an 
academy at Weston Favell. 

However, after sponsors United 
Learning Trust (ULT) withdrew, 
the council continued its bid to 
find a replacement. 



Despite plans to drop the pro¬ 
posal, debate swirled among 
councillors who felt that the 
decision was poorly handled and 
called for a new cabinet. 

In a motion put forward by 
leader of the Lib Dem group, Cllr 
Brendan Glynane said: “This 
council has no confidence in the 
decision of its Executive to issue 
a statutory notice of closure in 
respect of Weston Favell School 
and calls upon the Secretary of 
State for Children, Schools and 
Families not to proceed with 
proposals for an academy to 
replace Weston Favell School.” 


Independent councillor Tony 
Clarke said: “The cabinet has 
done more damage to the repu¬ 
tation of the Conservative party 
than we as opposing councillors 
could ever have achieved, and 
have developed a reputation of 
being out of touch and unrepen¬ 
tant. 

“The cabinet has got to listen to 
the people of Northampton¬ 
shire, not just to their own voic¬ 
es.” 

Cabinet member for children 
and young people, Cllr Andrew 
Grant defended the council’s 
stance on the matter. 

He said: “When Weston Favell 
School went into National 
Challenge, we had a meeting 
with school governors and staff, 
and the consensus was that 
academy status was the way for¬ 
ward. 

“This motion will be withdrawn 
next week at the cabinet meet¬ 
ing.” 


Police double stop-checks for safety campaign 


MORE than 100 people were 
arrested for drink-driving as 
police stepped up their 
Christmas crackdown. 

A total of 1,358 breath tests 
were conducted by officers in 
December, resulting in 108 
arrests - 65 have since been 
charged, while 43 are still being 
investigated - as part of 
Northamptonshire Police’s 
annual campaign. 

The crackdown saw more than 
twice as many stop-checks as 
the year. As well as the co-ordi¬ 


nated operations, all drivers 
involved in road traffic colli¬ 
sions, spotted committing road 
traffic offences, and those sus¬ 
pected of having drank alcohol, 
were also subjected to breath 
tests. 

Chief inspector Gary Percival 
said: “While we are pleased that 
the percentage of people failing 
breath tests has gone down from 
15 per cent last year to eight per 
cent this year, we are still very 
disappointed that people were 
still risking losing everything by 


getting behind the wheel under 
the influence.” He added: 
“Offenders stand a very high 
chance of getting caught and we 
must stress that a drink drive 
conviction has the potential to 
ruin your life - not only will you 
have a criminal record and sub¬ 
stantial fine, you could also lose 
your licence and your job. 

“Anyone who gets behind the 
wheel intoxicated is risking their 
own life and the lives of others. 
One way or another, drink driv¬ 
ing will cost you.”

T HAVE done my best to serve you’ is the 
message from departing MP Tim Boswell. 

Mr Boswell, who represents Daventry and 
South Northamptonshire, announced three 
years ago that he would not stand at the next 
election, which will take place within the next 
six months. 

As a parting message to constituents, Mr 
Boswell has thanked people for their support. 

He said: “Our political system is 
unpredictable, but we do know that a general 
election will take place within the next six 
months. It is over three years since I announced 
that I would not be standing again for 
Parliament as I am now 67, have served for 
twenty-two and a half years and know that 
constituency boundaries will be altered 
radically to create a new seat of South 
Northamptonshire and transform the Daventry 
constituency itself. I have greatly enjoyed my 
time as your MP, and I hope I have been able to 
help you. But now the time has come to step 


down. I am sorry that this has come at a time 
when Parliament’s reputation has been stained 
by the expenses scandal. 

“There is no doubt that we must take urgent 
action with a completely different independent 
regulator, to put this behind us and restore 
credibility for Parliament following the General 
Election. 

“I would like to express my thanks to all those 
who have helped me on this long journey. 

“This includes other elected members, 
including councillors at all levels, all those who 
work in public services, including education, 
health and councils and the emergency 
services, those including my friends and my 
own family who have campaigned with me and 
all my constituents who have had a 
constructive relationship with me. 

“I have done my best to serve you and I know 
that in spite of the changes which have taken 
place, that will remain the main task of my 
successors as MPs.”

It certainly is 
for the young people in the road 
where I live, as a half-finished 
snowman, abandoned while a 
snowball fight goes on, will testi- 

fy 

Snow is a problem for many 
people, especially the elderly. 

If you have someone who lives 
near you who is alone, elderly, 
frail or housebound, be a good 
neighbour. 

Call in on them to see if there is 
any way you can help. 

They may feel unable to go to 
the shops, and even if they are 
keeping warm and have a well- 
stocked larder, they may miss 
human contact, so 15 minutes 
having a chat will make them feel 
valued. 

Not only will you be a good 
Samaritan but it may give you a 
good feeling about yourself too. 

Snow also makes life hard for 
many people who work outdoors 
too. 

Think of the many people who 
have to work outside whatever the 
weather - postmen, police offi¬ 


cers, shepherds, the men who grit 
the roads or who have to drive in 
challenging conditions to deliver 
the goods so essential to modern 
life. 

I was following a lorry the other 
day which had a sticker on the 
back. 

I can’t remember the exact word¬ 
ing, but it was something like “If it 
was in your shop it got there by 
lorry”. 

In the best of weather manoeu¬ 
vring a 40 foot articulated vehicle 
is not easy; in conditions like we 
have this week it takes a special 
kind of skill. 

I mentioned gritting the roads 
earlier. 

This is something that is needed 
every year, but it is rare that 
Northamptonshire has as much 
snow as it is having at present. 

Gritting is an expensive busi¬ 
ness, and one county council in 
our area has estimated that it had 
spent some £lmillion, in staff 
overtime and buying salt, by 
Monday night. 

When I was young there seemed 


to be a grit bin by every steep 
piece of road, but these days grit 
bins in Northampton are seen 
about as frequently as the 
county’s fabled wild leopard (does 
it exist or doesn’t it?). 

Every county councillor has 
£10,000 to spend on improving 
their community. 

Living as I do in a cul-de-sac 
with a right-angled turn onto a 
short steep hill to access the main 
road I would find a grit bin a god¬ 
send and I, and I am sure my 
neighbours, would willingly go 
out and spread any salt the county 
council provided. 

So, having read that many coun¬ 
ty councillors have so far spent 
none of that £10,000 they are 
given to help their communities 
(money that comes out of the 
council tax we all pay), here is an 
idea for them - if you have no 
other plans spend some of that 
money on providing gritbins in 
hilly areas. And that would make 
it a happy new year for thousands 
of Northampton residents in these 
snowy times...

Stop the spread 
by staying away

ILL residents are being warned 
to keep away from 
Northampton General Hospital. 

During the winter, viruses such 
as winter vomiting (norovirus) 
and flu become more common 
and spread more easily. 

Winter vomiting or gastroen¬ 
teritis is caused by a virus called 
norovirus. 

The virus lasts for about two to 
three days and symptoms con¬ 
sist of a raised temperature, 
headaches and aching limbs. 


Although it can be unpleasant 
for the person infected, the ill¬ 
ness is usually mild and will get 
better on its own without any 
antibiotics. 

Staff at NGH are urging people 
who feel they have these illness¬ 
es to stay away from the hospital 
to protect other patients. 

A spokesperson from the hos¬ 
pital said: “Do not come to hos¬ 
pital if you have been sick or had 
diarrhoea in the last 48 hours, or 
if you have flu-like symptoms 
(coughing, sneezing, high tem¬ 
perature) 

“Children should not visit 


unless it is essential, such as for 
compassionate reasons. 

“Wash your hands regularly 
and thoroughly with soap and 
water, particularly before enter¬ 
ing and leaving wards and clin¬ 
ics. 

“Use a tissue to cover your 
mouth and nose when coughing 
or sneezing, dispose of it in the 
bin then wash your hands with 
soap and water 

“We are taking these precau¬ 
tions to help prevent the spread 
of the winter vomiting virus and 
swine flu to our patients, visitors 
and staff.” 


Fighting the recession

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Service helping people stub it out 


HAVE you made a new year’s resolution yet? If you have, have 
you stuck to it or is it already broken? 

Many will have decided and be going through the process of 
giving up smoking. 

According to official figures, one in eight people nationwide 
will be aiming to quit the habit. 

JULIE FISHER takes a look at how people in Northamptonshire 
can get help and reach their goals. 


DIANA Mair smoked for 40 
years and gave up with the 
help of the Northampton¬ 
shire Stop Smoking Services. 

The mother of four, who lives 
in Dallington, first started 
lighting up at the age of 18 and 
tried to give up around 15 
times over the years using a 
number of methods, includ¬ 
ing acupuncture, hypnosis, 
and ‘going cold turkey’. 

In October last year she 
managed to break the 10 to 
15-a-day habit with the help 
of the service. 

Mrs Mair said: “This one was 
good because I walked in and 
it was on a one-to-one basis. 

“I did it because my brother 
was suffering from COPD 
(chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease) and he sub¬ 
sequently died and I did not 
want to go like him. 

“I also felt that everybody is 
stopping now. 

“I know I will never smoke 


again. It was just such a great 
support system and they give 
you all the right things. 

“I think older people are 
doing it now because we are 
aware of the health risks 
involved.” 

Official figures suggest one 
in three people in Northam¬ 
ptonshire smoke, with new 
year being a traditional time 
people aim to give up when 
they make their resolutions. 

Last year 4,586 people within 
the Northants PCT area quit 
smoking successfully with the 
Northants Stop Smoking 
Services. 

Jodie Crane, from the serv¬ 
ice, said: “Our research shows 
that smokers who quit with a 
specific event or date in mind 
have a much greater chance of 
success, so preparing to quit is 
a good idea. 

“We don’t recommend that 
you go it alone though, but 
with the help and support of 


your friends and family as well 
as the NHS Stop Smoking 
Services. 

“Those who quit with the 
Stop Smoking Services are 
four times more likely to suc¬ 
ceed than people relying on 
will power alone.” 

Jodie has some top tips for 
successfully giving up smok¬ 
ing. They are: 

■ Identify your smoking trig¬ 
gers and plan ahead. Try the 
Addiction Test at www.nhs.uk/ 
smokefree 

■ Get support from trained 
NHS advisers who can help 
you to understand your addic¬ 
tion and how to beat it 

■ Use nicotine replacement 
products or other stop smok¬ 
ing medicines to cope with the 
withdrawal symptoms. These 
are available on prescription 
from the NHS 

■ Sign up for free text and 
email alerts from the Together 
Programme with motivational 



tips and advice to keep you on 
track 

■ Avoid situations where you 
might be tempted to smoke 
again. Plan ahead to cope with 
the hard times 

■ Note how much cash 
you’re saving. Work out how 
long it will take you to save for 
your dream purchase by using 
the calculator on www.nhs. 
uk/smokefree 

■ Use a carbon monoxide 


monitor to see for yourself 
how quickly your body recov¬ 
ers once you stop smoking. 
Local NHS Stop Smoking 
Services offer carbon monox¬ 
ide monitoring as part of their 
stop smoking programmes 
■ Throw out your ashtrays, 
matches and lighters and any¬ 
thing else you needed to 
smoke. Put potpourri where 
your ashtrays used to be - your 
home will smell fresher in no 


time at all

A PHONE line for dis¬ 
abled callers has cele¬ 
brated its second 
anniversary. 

Northamptonshire 
Police’s assistant chief 
constable Martin Jelley 
was on hand to cut the 
cake to celebrate the 
Disability Line, which 
helps people with dis¬ 
abilities have improved 
access to the Force. 

Registered users are- 
connected directly to an 
operative, avoiding the 
switchboard and auto¬ 
mated messages. This 
reduces the amount of 
time the caller is waiting 
to speak to an operative 
and helps minimise any 
pain or discomfort they 
may have when holding a 


telephone. Customer 
relations officer Lynn 
Coppin has managed the 
scheme since it was 
launched in late 
December 2007. 

She said: “We have 386 
people aged from nine to 
100-years-old who have 
become registered users 
and we have had more 
than 50 people use the 
service since it was 
launched. 

“We are actively seeking 
new registered users of 
the service by visiting 
local charities and organ¬ 
isations and telling them 
about it and I would urge 
anyone who is eligible for 
the service or anyone 
who cares for someone 
who is to contact us to 
find out more.” 

A person can register 
for the service if: 


■ They have a disability 
or illness that affects 
their ability to hold a 
telephone for long peri¬ 
ods, such as arthritis 

■ They have a condi¬ 
tion that affects their 
behaviour or memory, 
such as Alzheimer’s 

■ They become easily 
confused or agitated due 
to their illness, which 
sometimes can be aggra¬ 
vated by stressful or pro¬ 
longed situations, such 
as Parkinson’s disease 

■ Their ability to com¬ 
municate is hindered by 
the symptoms of a med¬ 
ical condition or as a 
result of an injury, such 
as a stroke

AVATAR [12A] 

Running Time: 2hr 35mins 
Director: James Cameron 

THAT man has done it again. 

Twelve years ago James 
Cameron provided us with the 
biggest movie of all-time in 
Titanic, now his pet project has 
changed the face of cinema for 
the next generation. 

With breathtaking technology 
that must be seen in 3D to get 
the full experience, the director 
of iconic movies such as Aliens, 
The Abyss and The Terminator, 
has unleashed the most expen¬ 
sive movie ever with his sci-fi 
adventure Avatar. 

Don’t get me wrong, this is still 
a fantastic spectacle in regular 
2D, but (literally) another 
dimension is added if you can 
see it in 3D, as the far away plan¬ 
et of Pandora is brought to life 
with stunning razor-sharp visu¬ 
als making it feel so close that 
you can almost be there. 

Terminator: Salvation’s Sam 
Worthington takes the lead, as 
paralysed marine Jake Sulley is 
offered a major cash incentive to 
take part in an exclusive Avatar 
project which will pay for expen¬ 
sive spinal surgery to enable him 
to walk again. 

As corporate “fat cats” look for 
a way to usher the indigenous 
natives, called the Na’vi, away 
from money-making natural 
resources, the project headed by 
Sigourney Weaver’s scientist 



Grace is the last hope for a diplo¬ 
matic solution before hired army 
grunts go in “all guns blazing”. 

Transported through mind- 
control into a live Na’vi creature 
(mixed with human DNA), Sulley 
soon gets emotionally attached 
to the culture falling for princess 
Neytiri (Star Trek’s Zoe Saldana) 
in the process. 

But as the locals have a life- 
binding connection to the forest, 
Sulley’s predicament turns to a 
moral nightmare as he has to 
decide whether to fight along¬ 
side his new friends, or the 


humans led by head honcho 
Parker (Giovanni Ribisi) and mil¬ 
itary badass Quaritch (Stephen 
Lang) who have now run out of 
patience. 

The plot itself won’t win any 
awards, with fairly generic 
scripting a few cliches and unin¬ 
tentionally funny moments (the 
alien race’s comical religious 
dance for one) are also thrown in 
but as you get absorbed in 
Cameron’s vision the long run¬ 
time seems to breeze by. 

The world of Pandora is simply 
immersive with spectacular 
creatures and luscious, rich, 
colourful landscapes that will 
leave you uttering “wow” under 
your breath. 

The special effects wizardry is 
superbly aided by Saldana’s mes¬ 
merising computer-generated 
turn and the competently ami¬ 
able Worthington along with 
noteworthy support from 
Weaver and particularly Lang’s 
over-the-top colonel. 

The few storyline inadequacies 
leaves this short of Cameron’s 
best it’s a four-star movie dressed 
in five-star expensive 3D cloth¬ 
ing but the man who made the 
line “king of the world” synony¬ 
mous with his last film, could 
easily use that term as his per¬ 
sonal moniker. 

That’s because with Avatar he 
has raised the bar and changed 
the movie-going experience for¬ 
ever. 

Avatar isn’t just a film, it’s a cin¬ 
ematic spectacle.

Ashton’s efforts 
impress in front 
of six nations 
international 
selection duo 


RUGBY UNION 

CHRIS Ashton was again making all of the headlines for his 
part in Northampton Saints’ 24-22 win over London Irish, scor¬ 
ing the winning con¬ 
verted try in the 
dying seconds at 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

With Saints trailing 
by five as time ticked 
away, Ashton 
received the ball 
after the hosts won a 
scrum close to the 
line. The ball hit the 
chest of the 22-year- 
old and he managed 
to regain control 
and get it down for 
his ninth try of the 
season. 

“I think it helped 
me in a way,” said 
the former Wigan 
rugby league star. “It 
paused things for a 
minute and let me 
have a look at the ball. I just tried to keep hold of it and ended 
up diving over at the right time. 

“Normally it would bounce out and you wouldn’t catch it, 
but it seemed to bounce up perfectly back into my hands. For 
some reason maybe it was meant to be today that it bounced 
back into my hands.” 

Perhaps it was fate, with two England selectors in attendance 
to see Ashton pounce ahead of the announcement of the 
squad for the Six Nations later this month. 

The winger looks to be back to the form that saw him rack up 
41 tries in all competitions during his first season with the club 
in the old National Division One as Northampton swept all 
before them. 

And having run in 27 tries in 52 rugby league games before 
switching to the 15-man code, it is clear that Ashton loves 
nothing more than crossing the whitewash to score. 

“I would pretty much do anything to score a try, especially in 
situations like that,” confirmed the wing wizard after grabbing 
the winner against the Exiles. 

But then there is the million dollar question - is scoring tries 
better than sex? 

“My missus will be upset if I say yes,” said Ashton, sidestep¬ 
ping the question in the same way he does when he carves 
through opposing defences. 

Although his try-scoring form has returned after a barren 
2008/09 season, the young winger is still trying to improve 
other facets of his game as he bids to earn a new contract 
when his current deal expires at the end of this season. 

Northampton director of rugby lim Mallinder is pleased with 
the progress that Ashton has made this season, saying: “He 
can score. He’s got to work on other parts of his game but he’s 
improving every week and working really hard on his game. 

“I think we saw some of his kicking game, particularly in the 
first half up the slope. All good wingers need an all-round 
game, they’ve got to score tries but they’ve also got to do the 
bits and pieces right.” 

But the Saints chief stopped short of saying his leading try 
scorer should be in Martin Johnson’s squad for the Six Nations 
opener against Wales on Saturday, February 6. 

Mallinder said: “All we say to our players, and they know, we 
want everyone to play top level rugby and that’s to play inter¬ 
national rugby for your country. 

“To do that you’ve got to play well week in, week out and I 
think quite a number of our players are doing that.”

JIM MALLINDER will stay with Northamp¬ 
ton Saints until at least 2013 after agreeing 
a contract extension. 

Director of rugby Mallinder’s deal was due 
to expire at the end of next season, but he has 
now put pen to paper on a two-year exten¬ 
sion. 

Saints chief executive Allan Robson praised 
the former Sale Sharks and England Saxons 
head coach for the job he has done so far at 
Northampton. 

He said: “Jim has turned the team around in 
his two-and-a-half years here and the Board 
and I believe he is in the process of building 
something very special. 

“We wanted to ensure that this can con¬ 
tinue, which is why we offered him a contract 
extension and are delighted he has signed it. 

“I believe all the club’s supporters will be as 
happy as we are that Jim has committed him¬ 
self to the Saints for at least a further two 
years. 

“He has built a team that is playing stylish 
and successful rugby and is building on the 



foundations laid over the past two-and-a- 
half years.

The Saints currently find themselves in 
the top four of the Premiership and on 
course for places in the knock-out stages 
of the Heineken Cup and LV= Cup.

THE first new faces of the January transfer window have 
arrived at Sixfields after Northampton Town unveiled 
Stephen O’Flynn and Luke Wilkinson on Tuesday. 

Striker O’Flynn joins until the end of the season after 
leaving League of Ireland side Limerick, subject to 
receiving international clearance, while Wilkinson is on a 
month-long loan from Portsmouth. 

Cobblers boss Ian Sampson was pleased to have 
secured the services of O’Flynn, who scored 14 goals in 
13 games last season. This included hat-tricks against 
Athlone Town and Shelbourne. 

He said: “Stephen spent a couple of weeks with us just 
before Christmas and he impressed, so we have moved 
quickly to get him in as soon as we could. 

“He has a real hunger to do well and to grab this 
opportunity we have offered him. He is a goalscorer and 
a good finisher but he works hard for the team as well. 

“We know he will fit in well and I would like to thank 
the chairman for his backing in making this move 
possible.” 

The 6ft 2ins tall frontman has been capped by the 
Republic of Ireland at youth level and also played in the 
UEFA Cup during his time at Derry City, scoring the 
winner for the Candystripes against IFK Goteborg in 
2006. 

Wilkinson has been brought in to give competition to 
current centre half pairing Dean Beckwith and Craig 
Hinton, who have featured heavily during Northampton’s 
recent good run of form. 

“The defenders have done well in recent weeks but 
you should never stop looking to improve,” said 
Sampson, adding: “Competition for places is always a 
good thing and brings the best out of players.” 

He was also delighted to have the 19-year-old on loan, 
saying: “He is a confident lad, a good defender and he is 
here for a month and we will see where that takes us. 

“He has been training with us and he was in the crowd 
at Bournemouth last weekend so we have got to know 
each other a bit and I think he will fit in well.” 

Sampson is still hoping to bring a midfielder to the 
club. Some of the squad could also find themselves off 
to pastures new, with two departures already being 
confirmed. 

Loan defender Danny Swailes has returned to MK Dons 
after an unproductive month, while Sampson stated that 
Patrick Kanyuka has already been told his contract will 
not be renewed when it expires at the end of January. 

The former Swindon Town centre half made five starts 
for Northampton but has not featured since the 3-2 FA 
Cup defeat to Southampton at the end of November.
